There 1s a twofold Juſtification, The One at God's Bar, 
the Other before Mcn, or 1a our own Conſciences. 

1, There is a Juſtification at God's Bar, and that is an 
Acquitting or Abſolving - the Sinner at God's Bar from 
the GmIt of all- Sin, and. tl;e Accepting the Perfon ſo ag- 
quitted as righteous, for the Righteouſneſs of anotheram- 
puted :: This. is not for any Works done by the Perſons

3, 4, 5 Chapters; and in the Epiſtle tothe Gala- 
tians, and b an, he ſpeaks of 1t in thrs Sence : We 
are in this ſence juttified only by Faith, apprehending, 
the Rightcouſneſs of another ; Works bear no part in our 
Juſtification at God's Bar. But, 

2. Sometimes Juſtification is taken for a Declaration of 
a Man's Rightcouſnels before Men, or an Evidence of 
one's Juſtification in his own Conſcience, and this is by 
Works. For how ſhall I appear to others to be a righte- 
ous, juſtified Perſon, but by my Good Works; our Lord 
has directed to judge of the Tree by the Fruit, by their 
Works you ſhall know them, or how ſhall a Chriſtian 
know that he 1s juſtihed at God's Bar, but by an In- 
ternal Evidence in his own Soul, that he truly loves God, 
believes 1n Chriſt, and fincercly obeys the Goſpel, 2 Cor. 
J. 12. This is owr rejoycing, the Teſtimony of owr Conſciences 
bearing us Witneſs, that in Simplicity and Godly Sincerity, 
mot by Fleſhly Wiſdom, but by the Grace of God, we have had 
our Converſations in the World. 

Now St. Fames, Jam. 2. ſpeaks not of Juſtification be- 
fore God ; for Abraham was juſtihed at God's Bar, at 
leaſt twenty five Years before he offered up his Son, as 
appearsGen. 15 6, So that Fames ſpeaks only of a Decla- 
rative Juſtification before Men, and in our own Conſcien- 
ces ; and fo when Abraham is ſaid to be juſtificd by offer- 
ing up {ſaac, the Meaning 18, by this his Sincerity was 
made known to hum ; he had a full and clear Diſcovery, 
that his Faith was a ſaving, juſtifying Faith : Gen, 22. 
12, 

2, This ſeeming Diffexence between St. Pawl and St.

We read of Righteouſneſs imputed, Rom: 4. 6. Bleſſed 

is the Man, to whom the Lord imputeth Righteouſneſs, 
v. 9. Faith was reckoned fw Righteouſneſs ; 10 v. 11, 224 
23, 24. Now what was imputed ? it was Faith, 1. c. the 
Obie of Faith, the Righteouſnes of Chriſt, which 
Faith look'd at; and that was not ati inherent Righ- 
teouſneſs 1n the Perſon of the Believer, but an Objective 
Righteouſneſs in the Perſon of Chriſt. 

So then the only Plea the Arrzigned, Accuſel Sin- 
ner can make for himſelf at God's Bar is this ; *

&« Sin deſerve to be Eternally damned ; yet in Love

Eternity, then we are ſanctified and glorified from Eter- 
nity; God having from Eternity equally purpoſed to 
give theſe Benchits to all the Elett. 

2. The Lord Jefus Chrift hath at lis Death pur- 
chaſed the Pardon of Sin, Juſtification and Eternal 
Life for all Behevers, God- laid on him the Iniquities 
of us. all, Wa. 53. 4,5, 6. & Rom. 5. 12, ad finem 5. Yet 
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theſe purchaſed Priviledges are / reſerved for us, not 
apphed to us until we attually come to, and beheve 
in Chriſt, John 3. 36: Hei that believeth on the Son hath 
Everlaſting Life, and he that bolicueth not: the Son, ſhall 
not. fee Life. 

2, We are actually juſtified by Faith, Roms. 5. 1. Be- 
ing juſtified by Faith we have Peace with God ; Rom. 3. 
258. A Man is juſtified by Faith nithout the Deeds of 
the Law : Now if we- are juſtified by Faith, we are 
not juſtified 'before Faith, nor without it ; the Being 
of Faith in the Soul being abſolutely neceflary to Ju- 
ſtification.

Works drefſcd in -neater 
Terms, the Devices ©: Satan to darken and -obſcure the 
old Protelitant Doctrine of Juſtification. £ 
2. Poſrively : Fair!) juſtifies with reſpeRt to its Ob- 
jet ; Now the Ob;et of Faith 45, 

tl. General': The whole Word of God Hiſtorical, 
Mandatory, Promiſſory, Monitory, it looks at all the 
Parts of the Divine Law : Thus Paith purifies the 
Heart, produces Holy Obedience ; but in this ſence 
Faith juſtifies not. 

2, Faith has a ſpecial and peculiar ObieRt, and that 
is the Promiſe or Covenant of Grace, or rather Chriſt 
in the Promite : thus Faith juſtifies as it looks to and 
eyes the Premiſes, Faith 1s the Right Hand, whereby 
we look unto Chriſt, and receive Chriſt offer-d to us. 

Now this Saving Faith has a twofold Act : An 
Act ad Extra, and an Act ad Intra; Ad Extra, it 
looks and puts forth Acts of true Evangelical Ob& 
dience, Ho!ineſs of Heart and Life ; fo it.juſtiftes not :

All their bloody Oblations plainly pointed to 
a Satisfachon ; but rhe Goſpel way of Salvation not be- 
ing yet revealed, in that Brightnefs it was afterwards 
to be, Old Teſtament Believers ſpake more darkly and 
generally, but when they ſpeak of Salvation by Mer- 
cy and Grace, they mean the Goſpel way of Salvation, 
which being now clearly revealed and fulty opened, is 
in the New Teſtament generally called Relemption by 
the Blood of Chriſt; That he is a Propitiation for Tur Sins, 
1 Joh.
